There was a drawing while I was in the 
city, and knowing that the lottery com- 
pany was not to ask for a renewal of its 
privileges, I availed myself of the oppor- 
tunity to witness its chief public operation 
and the historic characters who have been 
induced by large salaries to figure for it. 
The drawing took place in a theater called 
the “Academy of Music,” at 11 o'clock in 
the morning. The yellow gas jets battled 
feebly with the daylight in the lobby into 
which the people were pressing without let 
or qualification. The theater was two- 
thirds full at last. On the stage, set with 
a parlor scene, was a knot of men between 
two wheels. The wheel on the right 
was a band of silver, with sides of glass 
and with a door in the metal rim. A bush- 
el of little black gutta-percha envelopes 
the size of dominoes had been poured into 


this wheel, and a.white boy, blindfolded. 


with a handkerchief, stood at the handle 
of the crank by which the wheel was turn- 
ed. He had one arm in the door of the 
wheel, and with the hand of the other 
arm was offering a tiny envelope to Gen- 
eral Beauregard—the last surviving general 
who served on either side in our late war. 
A fine, most gentlemanly looking man he is 
with the features of a French courtier, 
with snowy hair, a white mustache, a 
little goatee, and the pinkest skin a baby 
ever knew. He was faultlessly dressed. 
Across the stage, beside a very much larg- 
er wheel of parti-colored boards, sat Ma- 
jor General Jubal Harly—a perfect type of 
the conventional figure of Father Time; 
tall, portly, stoop-shouldered, partly bald, 
and with a long, heavy, white beard. He 
was dressed all in the color of the uniform 
he distinguished by his valor as a soldier. 

By each general stood a blindfolded 
boy, taking numbers out of the wheels and 
handing them to the generals. From the 
big wheel to Major General Early came 
the numbers of ‘the tickets; from the little 
wheel to General Beauregard came the 
number of dollars that formed the prize 
each ticket had won. By each general 
stood a crier. Early read out, “Twenty- 
one thousand one hundred and fifty-two; 
and Beauregard, having shelled the gutta- 
percha case off a billet, read out, ‘““I'wo hun- 
dred dollars.” Then the criers took the 
billets and cried the numbers. ‘“Twenty- 
one thousand one hundred and fifty-two” 
from one; ““Tew hundred dollars” from the 
other, who, by the way, called out tew 
hundred dollars at least tew hundred times. 
But all the prizes were not of that amount. 
I chanced to hear the capital prize read 
out. 

“Twenty-eight thousand four hundred 
and thirty-nine,” said Early. “Three hun- 
dred thousand dollars” said Beauregard. 

The effect was startling; indee the 
startled senses refused to grasp the mean- 
ing of the words. The criers repeated the 
figures. The people in the theater craned 
forward, a hundred pencils shot over pads 
or bits of paper in men’s and women’s laps. 
Then a murmur of voices sounded all over 
the house. The routine on the stage was 
halted, for the criers took the two bits of 
paper to some clerks who sat at tables in 
the farther part of the stage, to allow 
them to verify the important figures. Then

VILLIAGE FARMING. 


The Third of the Series of Dr. White’s Valu- 
able Suggestions of This Type. 

Editor Constitution: I shall assume as 
proven, 

1. That high farming upon small areas 
is a profitable system of agriculture. 

2. That such a system is practicable in 
Georgia, and may be adopted by the bulk of 
our farmers without serious difliculty. 

3. That the farm village is a desirable 
community, furnishing conditions of rural 
life which are economic and enjoyable’ 

There remains to be considered the prac- 
ticable means by which such communities 
may be established. Let it be understood 
that by “village” I do not mean a communi- 
ty of any special or particular size. 1 in- 
tend it to mean a congregated “settlement” 
of farming people. lt may contain twenty 
families or 200. Circumstances will deter- 
mine. So soon as a sufficient number of 
families are brought together to support 
a full-term school and a regular church ger- 
vice, we might consider the community as 
established. Beyond that, its size and 
growth might be indefinite. ‘ 

lt appears to me that there are two ways 
in which such consolidations of our ri- 
cultural population may be effected. - ‘fhe 
practicability of either depends upon one con- 
dition, which I wish to emphasize at the 
outset, namely: That our people shall prove 
for themselves by their own trial and their 
own experience, what 1 have assumed. as 
cupable of profit and, indeed, as already 

roven, that extensive farming in Georgia 
is profitable, and thereby, create a demand 
for small farms. So soon as this demand 
is created the way is clear to the building 
of the villages. . | 

1. It would be no difficult matter for 
the owner of a large plantation to select the 
100 acres or so which he decides to cultivate 
as his = — and “oe ‘the remainder 

of his lan to tracts of an appropriate 
size—say of eighty or 100 acres. ‘These 
tracts could be. laid out with the de- 
sign of grouping the dwellings of the “fn- 
ture owners or cultivaters about seme 
common fpoint. The village in re] 
would thus be pro ’ itiés 
would be afforded for the exer of judg- 
ment, skill and taste in this planning for 
the future “settlement,” and sagacious, 
man reserv 
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Inequality in values 
be recognized and allowed for 
price and treatment of the land. 
Shrewd folk who live in cities and towns 
are aware of the profits that may be made 
by the division of large estates into 
In these days of real estate 


to provide opportuni 

livelihood for those whom they solicit to 

me dwellers in their towns. This. would 
not be the case in the farm village. Along 
with the home in the village would go the 
land of the farm, from the cultivation of 
which the support of the home would be 
assured. 

The building up of farm villages by this 
method would, most probably, be a slow 
process, but yet, it seems to me to be en- 
tirely practicable. 

; ere is another way in which the 
building of the villages may be accomplish- 
ed more speedily and with more promise of 
success. Organized effort is more effective 
than individual zeal; consolidated capital 
than small individual means. It would 
not be dificult to estimate approximately 
how much it would cost to purchase—say 
10,000 acres of ordinary land in any 
county in Georgia; to divide it into farms of 
100 acres each; to erect dwellings for 100 
families; to provide fencing, farm buildings, 
a schoolhouse, a church and other village 
appurtenances; to sow down the land for a 
year or two in soiling crops and bring it all 
into condition for profitable culture, and so 
have, the farm village ready to hand for 
occupancy. One hundred thousand dol- 
lars might do it; this amount, or a little 
more probably, would. I cannot believe 
at such an assemblage of homes, with 
all they promise of happiness and content- 
ment, would lang lack for occupants able 
and willing to return a fair interest on the 
money invested, in rent charges or in pur- 
chase installments. The superior advant- 
ages of this plan for the building of the 

llages are obvious. Wise direction, 
sound judgment, the best business manage- 
ment, taste and architectural skill could 
all be freely applied fo secure for the pro- 
jected community the largest measure of 
economic sand other advantages., I be 
lieve that such an investment of capital, 
judiciously made and properly managed, 
would be found to be entirely safe and 
abundantly profitable. 

There is no lack of capital available for 
this purpose. The surplus earnings of the 
people are accumulating day by day in 
enormous amounts in tue hands of banks, 
Savings institutions, insurance organiza- 
tions, building and loan associations and 
== gue eee my which, ag well as individ- 
Capitalists are diligently seekin 
investmeiits for their sccmmnla- 
tions and are satisfied with 
rates of interest which are excessively 
smal] if the investment ig assuredly safe. 
A large amount of such capita] has been 
invested in Georgia and the south during 
the last twenty-five years in loans to state 
and municipalities, in railroads, in mining, 
manufacturing and other industria] enter- 
prises, in erecting palatial edifices for busi- 
ness purposes, constructing waterworks, 
electric car lines, electric light plants and 
otherwise building up and developing our 
larger cities and towns. Except for this 
investment of accumulated capital, and ex- 
cept for the fair rate of interest with which 
it has been content, the growth of our 


| cities would have been impossible. A vast 


amount of such capita] has also been invest- 
ed in the industry of agriculture in the 
form of mortgage Joans and the credit giv- 
en the farmer by the merchant for supplies. 
The interest rates paid by the farmers. upon 
such investments. however, have been enor- 
mous and exorbitant—greater than any 
industry could legitimately bear. Capital 
has not been disinclined to seek investment 
In agricultural industries, but it has de 
manded an enormous interest rate because 
of lack of confidence in the security of the 
investment, and this lack of confidence is 
caused by the knowledge that agriculture, 
as we have practiced it, is. in the long run. 
not a safe and profitable business. If vil- 
lage farming can be shown to be a system 
of agriculture that is safe and profitable 
there will be no lack of capital to seek in- 
vestment in it at fair interest rates. 
lieving in thé profitableness of village farm- 
ing I believe it to be practicable to interest 
capital in the building of farm villages. 

e times are propitious for the diversion 
of capital in this direction. The golden 
egg which for twenty-five years or more 
has been furnished by the patient agricultur- 
al goose has incited the building of long lines 
of railway. warehouses, wharves and mer- 
chandising establishments jnnumerable for 
the extension of commerce and trade. 
With. nine-tenths of the railroads of the 
state at present in the hands of receivers 
and their properties almost valueless, and 
with universal depression in mercantile cir- 
cles, it is very evident that the ability to 
produce articles for commercial exchange 
and the means with which to trade hag not 
kept pace with the facilities provided for 
such business. The producing agent is in 
a starved and comatose condition. In or- 
der to save from disastrous loss the capital 
now invested in railroad securities and mer- 
eantile puruits the business of agriculture 
must be put upon a safe and profitable ba- 
ros" and if the judicious investment of cap- 
ital can assure this it would be the part of 
wisdom those now interested in com 
trade to make every effort to 
secure such investment.

WHO ARE NOW IN WASHINGTON 


Gary and Callaway Have Gone 
Home on the Same Train, 


AND ARE HOPING THAT VICTORY 


Will Come to Themselves—The Contests 
Appear to Be Nearly Sett'ed, and 
W hen Over All Will Be Happy. 


Washington, March 25.—(Special.)—Tin- 
nie Rucker and Joe James are the only dis- 
trict attorney candiates remaining in 
Washington. Both want the Southern at- 
torneyship, and the race seems to be be- 
tween them. Messrs. Gary and Callaway, 
between whom the contest in the Southern 
lies, have gone home. They went on the 
same train last night. Each afraid of the 
other’s chances. 

The contest in neither of the districts 
seems to be any nearer settled today than 
it wag yesterday, though there have been 
many developments. Mr. Cleveland. is 
very much annoyed about it. He is in a 
quardary. No one realizes it more thor- 
oughly than he. His choice, from his per- 
sonal knowledge of the men, expressed pri- 
vately today, is for Rucker and Callaway. 
But he says he cannot see how he can 
throw aside Mr. James’s endorsement and 
the earnestness of Senator Gordon's per- 
sonal appeal for him. 

‘ In the Southern district he thinks it would 
be. best politically to appoint Major Gary. 
The statements made in urging him by Ma- 
jor Black and Mr. Boykin Wright have im- 
pressed the president deeply, and he feels 
it his duty to appoint Major Gary. Still 
he does not like to turn down Senator Gor- 
don in this contest, and neither does he 
like to disappoint Mr. Callaway whom he 
bas characterized as “a very bright young 
man, a young man of genuine ability.” 

The Fun Begins. 


The contest for the two places opened at 
the white house at 9 o’clock this morning, 
Hon. Fleming duBignon and udge Rob- 
ert Falligant called at that hour by engage- 
ment. They were closeted with the presi- 
dent for thirty minutes. Mr. duBignon 
urged Mr. Rucker, stating that his appoint- 
ment would give entire satisfaction to eve- 
rybody and all factions in the state. He 
told of Mr. Rucker’s work in the state 
convention to nominate delegates to the 
Chicago convention, and demonstrated to 
the president that he had been an original 
Cleveland man, had done good work in the 
campaign, and was a man of recognized 
legal] ability. Judge Falligant spoke 
strongly of Mr. Rucker’s ability. Both 
explained the situation and gave their views 
of the cause of the split in the delegation, 
Mr. Cleveland went over the contest with 
them and explained his embarrassment in 
making a selection. He could Dot say 
whom he would appoint. There were good 
reasons favorable to both candidates. But 
the two Savannah men left under the im- 
pression that he wag favorable to Rucker. 

Mr. Cleveland also talked to them about 
the Southern district contest. Mr. Wright 
impressed him with the advisability of ap- 
pointing Major Gary, but Mr, Callaway was 
very strongly endorsed and was evidently 
@ young man of ability and popularity at 
home. He, however, was inclined some- 
what towards appointing Major Gary. 

As Mr. duBignon and Judge Falligant re- 
tired, Senator Gordon entered to pull for 
Mr. James and Mr. Callaway. He pre- 
sented additional papers and argued ear- 
nestly with the president for six minutes. 
But Mr. Cleveland did not tell him whom 
he would appoint. He, however, intimated 
that he would not disappoint the senator 
{n both districts, though he did not say so 
definitely. 

Speaker Crisp called later and added a 
word for Mr. Rucker and Mr. Walters, but 
the president told him as he had the others 
that he found both cases exceedingly dif- 
ficult to handle and could not decide who to 
appoint. 

May Not Be Made Monday. 
Thus, it may be that the nominations will 
not be made Monday, though the term in 
the Southern district expires that day. 
‘Again Mr.Cleveland may decide tomorrow. 
He has heard all that can be said on all 
sides and it is with him entirely now, 
Tomorrow he may decide and send them in 
Monday without telling any one of his de- 
cision in advance. Or it may be that he 
has decided already and declines to make 
his decision, known fearing annoying pro- 
tests by the friends of the defeated can- 
didates before the nomination goes in. 
Mr. Oleveland has given altogether be- 
tween four and five hours of hearing on 
these contests during the past two weeks. 
They have consumed more of his time than 
any other half dozen offices he has had to 
dispose of. He will be glad to get them 
off his hands, ‘The Georgia dekgation will 
be equally glad to have it settled. 

Both Rucker and James have had a bad 
wase of “that tired feeling” all day. Their 
nerves have been strung to a high pitch for 
weeks. Now they realize the case has 
been practically settled and each feels 
that the other fellow may have won. They 
are suffering intensely. It was sad to look 
upon them this evening, but tonight they 
are taking it philosophically. James is 
telling staries to the boys about 
the Metropolitan while Rucker 
ie submitting to a roasting 
at the hands of the newspaper men and 
their guests including the cabinet officers 
« at a Gridiron Club dinner. 

The boys are afraid to bet on the contests 
tonight. The odds are, however, five to 
four on Gary in the Southern district 
against the field, and even i nthe Northern 
between James and Rucker.

AGAINST THE STRIKERS. 


Judge Billings Declares the Acts ofthe Amal- 
gamated Association Unlawful. 


New Orleans, March 25.—Judge Billings, 
in the United States court, rendered an 
opinion in the suit of the governmeut 
against the Amalgamated council and the 
officerg of the yvetious lahor organizations, 
which ordered the general strike in No- 
vember last. An injunction against the 
organizations was asked for under the act 
of congress prohibiting combinations in re- 
straint of trade. 

In an_ elaborate opinion, the court 

sets aside every claim of the defendants 
and declares that the acts of the Amalgam- 
ated counci] and the officers of the union 
were unlawfu] in ordering a general strike, 
and that the merchants are entitled to in- 
junctions and other relief. 
_ The decision discusses fully the right of 
labor unions and is far-reaching in its ef- 
fects. As @ result of the decision crimi- 
nal prosecutions against the defendants 
would probably lie, but it is not yet known 
whether the United States authorities will 
peemsee further against the alleged labor 
enders. 


WHITE TOO EXPENSIVE, 


Secretary Herbert Will Have the War Ships

Washington, March 25.—Secretary Her- 
bert will ‘soon take up the question of 
changing the color of warships. The pres- 
ent shade of white for the vessels of the 
American navy is found to be doubly as 
expensive as the former black.

ted that he would not appoint the man so 
selected and the plan for that reason had 
been abandoned. 

“I never made any such statement,” re- 
marked the president. 

“T see no objection to such a plan, if the 
election is fairly held and it would certainly 
be a better index of what the people want 
than a petition. 

"IT find,” said he, “that people generally 
will sign petitions and many different pe 
titions for the same place, but when they 
vote, then they will have to express their 
choice, and I am not afraid they will fail 
to select the best man.” 

Senator Colquitt’s visit was very cordially 
received by the president. 

Senator Colquitt suggests, in view of 
what the president says about the election 
for postmaster, that the election be held on 
the 13th of April when the bonds are 
voted on, and he says he has no doubt the 
president will appoiat the man who gets 
a majority at a fair election held 
at that time, under such rules and regula- 
tions as the county commissioners may pre- 
scribe for voters in the bond election, sep- 
arate boxes being provided for the voters 
for postmaster.

SUICIDE NEAR COLUMBUS. 


A Young Man Takes His Own Life—His

Upon a close examination of the dead body 
of the suicide, it was found that the ball 
entered just above the right temple, pass- 
iug entirely through his head and coming 
out just above the left ear. Death evidently 
was instantaneous. Braing were scattered 
all over the P gna while there y a large 
pool of blood just below his lefPear. The 
sight was ghastly and sickening. By his 
side lay a 38-caliber pistol, with which he 
had done the awful decd. Hundreds of peo- 
ple crowded around the house and into the 
room. The grief-sickened sisters and broth- 
ers waited for their dead _ brother and 
mother. Their grief svas heart-rentling, 
Nothing like it has ever been known in the 
history of Phenix City.

THE QYNAMITE CAMPAIGN IN ROME, 


A Btrict. Censorship Over the Dispatches 
Sent Out—Affairsin Italy More Serious 
Than the Outside World Knows, 


Rome, March 25.—The city is in a state 
of great excitement over an assault that war 
made this evening on King Humbert. The 
king was returning from the villa Broughese, 
where he had been spending a portion of the 
day, when a person, having the general ap- 
pearance of an Italian working man, threw 
a stone at the king, the missile almost 
striking him. There was a considerable 
number of people in the streets at the 
time, it being @& o'clock in the evening, 
afd sever al persons rushed upon the assail- 
ant and seized him before he had another 
chance to make an attempt at violence. 

. “The assailant was promptly taken in hand 
by the police and conveyed to prison. Other- 
wise in all probability he woyld have been 
killed by the angry multitude. An immense 
crowd assembled and cheered the king with 
frantic enthusiasm and all the way to the 
palace the scene was like a _ triumphal 
progress. King Humbert. gracefully ac- 
knowledged the ovation and was evidently 
deeply moved by the evidence of loyalty on 
the part of his subjects. 

Some of the Bombs. 

London, March 25.—Mail advices from 
Rome prove that a very inadequate idea 
of the dynamite campaign of the Italian 
anarchists has been communicated by tel- 
egraph to the outside world. A strict cen- 
sorship is exercised over all. dispatches by 
the government and anything likely to cre- 
ate a panicky: feeling is suppressed. The 
seriousness of the situation is shown by 
the fact that three regiments from northern 
Italy are on their way to the city and that 
furloughs of troops have been suspended 
among all the troops in the immediate vi- 
cinity. Although not a day has passed 
withotit the finding of bombs by the police, 
all the authorities declare that the at- 
tempts of the dynamiters have practically 
ceased and that all except a few of the 
most venturesome anarchists have left the 
city. Much of this deception is prac- 
‘ticed merely to allay the growing uneasiness 
‘of foreign sovereigns expected to be pres- 
ent at the silver wedding of King Humbert 
and Queen Margaret next month. For in- 
stance, tremendous efforts are being made 
to suppress the news that a bomb was 
found on Wednesday evening near the 
house of Herr yon_Bulwer, American em- 
bassador to the vatican. An infernal ma- 
chine was received by the Austrian secte- 
tary of legation on ursday, but he dis- 
creetly referred it to the inspector of po- 
lice, who has been detailed to open such 
packages sent to the state departments.

Our republican contemporaries admit 
that, within the past few days, there has 
been a revival of confidence in the com- 
mercial and financial circles of our large 
cities.

The prophets of evil have reconsidered 
their programme. They have come to 
the conclusion that self-interest will cause 
the democratic party to do its level best 
to promote the general prosperity of the 
republic, and they see that, under new 
conditions of tariff and financial reform, 
they will enjoy many advantages hereto- 
fore beyond their reach. The wiping out 
of _ sectionalism with its force-bill 
methods puts the world upon notice that 
investments in the inviting fields of en- 
terprise just opening in the southern 
states will not be depressed or interfered 
with by unfriendly legislation.

Justice Is All That Georgia Wants. 


The Springfield Republican suggests 
that perhaps The Constitution is not sin- 
cere in declaring that Georgia is entitled 
to 2,500 federal offices.

We have the best reasons for saying 
that he does not regard as a joke the 
republican method of diverting the public 
patronage from one state in order to 
strengthen its partisans in the close 
states. 

What is the basis on which the federal 
patronage should be distributed? Clearly, 
it must be on the basis which gives us 
representation in congress. Secretary 
Smith’s evening newspaper, in giving its 
emphatic endorsement to The Coastitu- 
tion’s position, declares that tis 's pro 
vided for in the civil service laws. We 
have not these laws before us, but there 
can be no other basis. The offices do Lot 
belong to an administration, io be mauipu- 
lated and congested in certain favorable 
quarters for partisan purposes. ‘They be- 
long to the people, and they should be ap- 
portioned among the states according to 
population. As this is on the line of 
genuine civil: service reform, we “re sur 
prised that The Springfield Republican 
should stand on its dignity in this matter 
and profess to find in our contentioa the 
flavor of a joke. 

What relation does Georgia bear to the 
rest of the states, in the matter of office 
holding? Entitled to 2,487 places, the 
state is credited with a little more than 
200, and of this number more than half 
are filled by men who never saw Georgia. 
Where is the humor here? In what does 
the joke consist? 

We may hesitate to encourage office 
seeking in Georgia. We may point out 
the various and serious drawbacks of 
office holding. Nevertheless, one fact in- 
sists on recognition, and it is this, that 
Georgia has just as much right to its 
share of the federal patronage as any 
northern state, and that Georgians have 
just as much right to hold office as the 
citizens of any northern state. The evils 
of office holding—and there are many— 
will affect Georgians no worse than citl- 
zens of other states. 

In short, at the bottom of this business 
is a question of justice and right which 
cannot be disposed of. or laughed down 
until the remedy is applied, ‘and we are 
just as sure Mr. Cleveland will recognize 
this fact as we are that he is infinitely 
superior to ..e small men and newspapers 
that pretend to be his guardians. 


Mysterious Disappearapces. 

Within the past few days, the news- 
papers very generally have reported the 
disappearance of many well-known citi- 
zens. 

From Cape Cod to the Golden Gate, 
from the St. Lawrence to the Rio Grande, 
the epidemic of mysterious disappear- 
ances continues to rage. Solid citizens 
and adventurous youngsters suddenly 
vanish as if they had been swallowed up 
by the earth. 

Certain shrewd observers have a theory 
which they think fully accounts for this 
apparently singular state of affairs. They 
declare that travel on the roads leading 
to Washington has greatly increased 
during the past few weeks, and they do 
not hesitate to express the belief that 
the missing portion of the country’s popu- 
lation has transferred itself to the federal 
capital. 

There may be something in this surmise. 
When a man’s neighbors miss him, they 
should not jump to the conclusion that he 
has committed suicide or run away. In 
all such cases, there is just one thing to 
do—try Washington. Nine times out of 
ten, the answer will be that the disap- 
pearing citizen is at the capital sitting up 
with the congressman from his district. 
It is true that this is only a theory,. but 
once every four years it has the facts to 
support it, and this year especially it 
explains many things that would other- 
wise be hard to account for. 


State Banks in the East. 

The pending bill in the Massacaus>tts 
legislature providing for the revival of a 
state bank currency, in the event of the 
repeal of the 10 per cent tax oi such is- 
sues, is strongly opposed by certain Bos- 
ton capitalists. 

It is a very conservative bill, and The 
Boston Herald frankly says: “We recog- 
nize that there is no practical difficulty 
in making the notes of state banks as 
safe, or nearly so, as the notes of the 
national banks.” Yet The Herald holds 
that under existing conditions there is 
no room for new issues of paper. lt 
says: 

What the country needs is relief from the 
dangerous expansion of unexportable money 
now going on. To authorize an issue of state 
bank notes would be to add another complica- 
tion to our currency system and to increase 
possibly in a very perilous degree, the volume 
of an already excessive paper circulation. 

Our contemporary dreads the danger- 
ous expansion of unexportable money, 
and yet it is still raising a howling pro- 
test because our exportable money is 
going to Europe, and is trying to devise 
some scheme by which we can force its 
return. It desires to guard against a 
complication of our currency system, 
and yet it is unwilling to provide a sub- 
stitute for the national banking system 
which must die a natural death in a few 
years when the last of the government 
bonds reach maturity. What, then, does 
it propose? Possibly it wants the gov- 
ernment to create a new debt on which 
the national bapks may continue their 
business. 

The Boston. paper and its friends, the 
eastern capitalists, admit that state bank 
notes can be made as safe as national 
bank notes, but they declare that we al- 
ready have an excessive volume of paper 
currency. It is only in the east that 
such talk is heard. Most of our currency 
has drifted to the eastern money centers. 
In that region there is a conyestiva of 
capital, and the scheme of vuhe miney 
kings is to continue the contraction of 
the currency so that every dollar they 
lend out will return to them with its 

urchasing power increased. This is 

hy they oppose the remonetization of 
silver. This is why they are against state 
banks. 

Now the democratic platform, over- 
whelmingly endorsed by the peuple of 


this country, demands the revival of the | 


state bank system as ap essential part 
of our programme of financial reform. 
The people outside of Wall sireet and 
the eastern money centers want an ex- 
pansive currency—a local currency that 
will be as safe as the national bank 
notes, aud the suggestion thatit will not 
be exportable does not slarm themin the 
least. If they can obtain a safe paper 
currency that will not rush off te Wall

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the money of the people, paying debts, . 
moving crops, building homes, develop- 
ing resources, rewarding industry, and 
the fact that it will not be exportable, 
taking untimely European tours just 
when it is most needed here, will cause 
unbounded satisfaction. 

State banks are coming. The people 
will never consent to the creation of a 
new debt by the government for the pur- 
pose of giving a new lease of life to the 
national banks whose limitations outlaw 
the farmers by not recognizing their only 
property, real estate, as a security on 
Which money may be loaned. This sys 
tem which discriminates in favor of spec 
wlators and traders against the great 
mass of the people will have to go. A 
better system must take its place and 
the only system suited to our conditions 
must take the shape of state banks. 
This is a democratic pledge that will 
be carried out. 


The Postmastership of Atlanta. 

In The Constitution’s Washington dis- 
patches will be found an interesting and 
important suggestion from Senator Col- 
quitt concerning the Atlanta postmaster- 
ship contest—important particularly be- 
cause it reflects the ideas of President 
Cleveland. 

To Georgia’s senior senator the presi- 
dent expressed his approval of the idea 
of a primary by which to ascertain the 
choice of the people for postmaster, and 
Senator Colquitt endorses the original 
suggestion of holding it on the same day 
as the bond election. 

President Cleveland desires to appoint 

the man who is the choice of the majority 
of the people. His reference to candi- 
dates’ petitions shows that he does not 
put much faith in that kind of endorse 
ments. 
- The suggestion, coming as it does direct 
from the president, brings to the front 
again the question of a postmastership 
primary. The decision of such a primary, 
held under the strictest regulations and 
with absolute fairness to all the candi- 
dates, would, it seems, receive President 
Cleveland's approval.

We should think that the editors of 
The New York World and The New 
York Times would be visited with a tired 
feeling when they compare their pre, 
dictions with what has really happened 
and is happening. The Sherman law is 
going right ahead grinding out treasury 
notes that the people want, and that the 
“country banks” are willing to exchange 
gold for. There is certain to be no issue 
of bonds until congress shall pass a law 
authorizing it-—an event not likely to 
occur soon.

After 
her first successes the royal fumily gave her a 
strong letter of recommendation for the prin- 
cess of Wales, and she went to London, where 
her talent and the patronage of the popular 
princess soon made ber a favorite at-court 
aud in the musical circles. Since that time 
Madame Lassen has sung in every capital 
and large city of Enrope, and she has a vol- 
ume of the most flattering and enthusiastic 
notices from the press of every one of these 
cities and from the most prominent European 
musical authorities, like Gounod, De Beriot 
and others. There are notices in English, in 
French, in German, in Russian, in Dutch, in 
Finish, in Swedish, in Danish, etc. LKvery one 
of these represents the lady as a wonderful 
singer, the future successor of Jenny Lind, 
and they proclaim her a great artist. Her 
voice is described as a phenomenal one, as a 
cole powerful and dramatic soprano, admira- 
ly suited for the "pen musical produc- 
tions. Her talent, her voice and her taste 
fitted her admirably for the grand opera roles, 
but she could not bear the great nervous 
strain imposed by that career, and after a 
while she abandoned the stage and sang only 
in concerts, 

After ten years of success and in the full 
development of her powers, Madame Lassen 
decided to come to America, the land of the 
dollars. The severity of the northern winter 
goon prostrated her and a iong illness fol- 
lowed. When she recovered she was sent 
south by her physician, and she feels now 
herself again, ready to resume her concerts. 

The voice of Madame Lassen, besides its 
purity, has what all artists call a phenomenal 
range, reaching over three octaves, from the 
lowest contralto to the highest soprano, 
Witb such a range she is enabled to sing any 
vocal music and in opera she could fill any role 
from Fides, in the “Prophet,’’ to Robina, in 
the ‘‘Barber.”’ 

Mr. Emanuel Wad is a pianist of the first 
order. He is considered in Germany as the 
rival and the equal of Paderewsky. Musical 
critics say that the only difference between 
the two artists is that Mr. Wad bad his hair 
eut short. The Peabody Conservatory of 
Music, of Baltimore, wanted a prominent pl- 
anist to place at the head of the piano de- 
partment, and after eonsiderable negotiations 
with the best European artists the directors 
chose Mr. Wad. Last October he made his 
debut in Baltimore before the musical elite of 
that city, and it was a real triumph. We

From the place where the jailers stood in 
the alley the sound in the moonshiners’ 
quarters could easily be heard. It went 
steadily forward. It soon became evident 
to the jailers that the prisoners were mak- 
ing an opening in, the wall through which 
they hoped to make their escape. 2 

For several minutes the three jailers 
waited and listened. Soon their patience 
was rewarded. Through an opening in 
the side of the wooden jail a silent figure 
cautiously emerged. It was the figure 
of one of the moonshiners and for an in- 
stant he sat listening to find out if his es- 
cape had been discovered by the jailers. 
Then he sprang lightly to the ground, call- 
ing to his comrades to follow. A moment 
later another figure. dyopped from the win- 
dow to the ground and stood beside the 
first. And quickly another was added 
to the number, and they kept coming until 
ne stood in the shadow of the build- 

ma , 

The seventeen prisoners gazed up at 
the wall, and then silently conferred with 
each other for a moment. While they 
were talking softly together the three jail- 
ers approached them with drawn pistols 
and ordered them to throw up their hands. 

It was a dramatic looking scene, that in 
the shadow of the grim looking’ prison, 
the officers covering the moonshinergs with 
their guns and the picturesque moonsbiners 
with arms raised. The seventeen men 
were marched back info the rock portion of 
the jail, where they were thoroughly search- 
ed and securely locked up in the rock jai). 
It was found tliat two moonshiners named 
Carter and Edwards had planned the whole 
affair and had led Tt almost to a successful 
issue. The seventeen men are now close- 
ly confined in the strong rock jail. Last 
night a double guard was kept on the jail. 
The men got out by tearing out a window.

TEND TO BLOCK REORGANIZATION. 


‘Oentral’s Security Holders Stopped De- 
positing Yesterday—On the Tri- 
tpartite Bond Rumor. 


Savannah, Ga., March 25.—(Special.)— 
(There was a decided check in the de- 


positing of securities today, as a result of a 


ublication of a telegram sent from New 
ork leading to the impression that one of 
the reported plans antagonistic to the pres- 


ent reorganization plan of the Central 


had materialized into an active existence. 

The telegram stated that an agreement 
i has been made by which the tripartite bonds 
will be bought at a price that will be sat- 
isfactory to the holders and put a stop to the 
foreclosure proceedings. This action is done, 
it is stated, to relieve holders of junior se- 
curities from the pressure which it is 
claimed has been exerted to compel them to 
accept the plan of reorganization. Colonel 
George A. Mercer, legal representative 
of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, 
knew nothing of the matter when seen. 

“T have no reason to believe that it is 
anything but a rumor, one of hundreds of 
rumors that are set afloat in New York 
every week to accomplish certain ends,” said 
he. “So far as my knowledge goes, there 
is not the slightest change in the status 
and the foreclosure proceedings will con- 
tinue. Of course it is possible that some 
such plan may be attempted, but I do not 
regard it as feasible and do not think that 
the reorganization would be stopped eveu 
if the efforts were really made. As I have 
said, though, I have no knowledge what- 
ever of any facts that would justify the 
statements telegraphed from New York.” 

NoSurprise to Mr. Miller. 


Frank H. Miller, of Augusta, one of the 
Southwestern’s special committeemen, was 
in the city today. “I am not e6urprised. 
When in New York, I and other members of 
the Southwestern committee were informed 
of three distinct plans somewhat along 
this line. We were informed of them in 
confidence, and as we could not get per- 
mission to make them public, or any defin- 
ite idea as to how they would work out, we 
merely alluded to them in our report to the 
Southwestern stockholders, as can be seen 
by reading it.” 

“Is this one of the plans you refer to?’ 

“I do not know. 1 have no further in- 
formation to give. It is on the line of 
plans with which I was made acquainted 
while in New York.” 

“It is too late to rescind your committee’s 
action, is it not?’ 

“Our committee’s report is not final,” re- 
plied Mr. Miller. “Its action was purely of 
@n advisory character. Stockholders need 
not accept our suggestions if they do not 
see fit, and if new circumstances arise that 
change the situation so far as they and 
their interest are concerned. The report 
comes up at a special meeting in April. If 
the stockholders do not see fit 
to accept it, they can reject the 
report. ‘here is nothing in the committee’s 
action that prevents the Southwestern peo- 
ple from benefitting from the reported or 
from any other sudden change of circum- 
stances at present.” 

Mr. Miller was much interested in the 
New York report, but was not prepared to 
discuss it any further. He made an al- 
, to the recent change in the method of 

epositing securities though. “This 
change,” said he, ‘“‘may have considerable 
effect on the final result of the reorgani- 
zation plan.’”’ He would not tell what ef- 
fect he meant. 

Mr. Comer’s View. 


Mr. Comer was much worried by the 
story and stated emphatically that there 
was nothing in it, so far as the reorgani- 
gation plan is concerned. Mr. Comer said 
that he could not see what effect it- would 
have even if the statement were correct. 
He seemed to regard it as merely as 
another effort on the part of the Central’s 
enemies to place obstructions in the way, 
ang overcome the benefits arising from the 
Southwestern committee’s favorable report. 
While such reports have a tendency to 
disturb the public, it would be but tempo- 
ig said he. 

irector George Mills agreed with him in 
these conclusions. The effect of the publi- 
cation was apparent in a falling off in the 
amount of securities deposited. Telegrams 
were sent to New York, and by Monday 
it will be difinitely ascertained whether this 
is merely a trick of the Central’s enemies, 
as may prove to be the case, or otherwise.

Mise Allen Testifies at Length. 


“I saw the story of the Redwine defal- 
cation in the papers, and the first time that 
l saw Mrs. Hammond and discussed tiie 
Redwine case was last Monday. 1 went 
to her house at her request, as she said she 
was sick and in trouble. 1 went because 
i had been her friend. I found her sick 
and apparently under the influence of some- 
thing or other. 

“She said that she knew she had known 
Redwine. for some time, since her separa- 
tion from her husband. She went to Cora 
Howard's, so she said, and found Redwine 
sick. He said to her that he wanted to 
tell her something and that she stayed all 
night. She said that she had seen two of 
Mr. Redwine’s friends there—Mr. Mack 
Marsh and Mr. Daniel Rountree. They 
asked her for her cloak, but Redwine was 
too drunk to leave the house and the plan 
Was abandoned. She didn’t say that she 
was to accompany Kedwine. 

“Mrs. Hammond said that she had Red- 
wine’s money. She said that Lem, the 
negro boy, knew of it. She asked me to 
take care of it, but 1 refused and told her 
to turn it over to the proper authorities. 
She said that Redwine was thirty years 
old and would not have to stay in jail more 
than five or ten years and when he came 
out they would enjoy it together. She said 
that she had known’ Redwine for some 
time. 

“I saw her the next evening at her home 
and she repeated the conversation. She 
further said that the officers had searched 
her house, bute hadn’t torn up the carpet 
far enough. <A peddler came the first day 
that I was there, but she said that she was 
afraid to pay him, for fear that she might 
be suspected.

Estimating the Shortage. 


Mr. Lod Hill, president of the Gate City 
bank, was called to the stand to prove 
that the bank had suffered a defalcation 
and that Lewis Redwine, the assistant 
cashier, was the embezzler. 

Mr. Hill’s statement threw some light on 
the way the mistake occurred in estimating 
the shortage at first. , 

He testified that at the close of bankin 
hours on Tuesday, february ——, the books 
of the bank showed that the bank ought to 
have $103,000 in eash and cash assets on 
hand. When a count was made there was 
only $41,! in the vaults or in round fig- 
ures say $42,000. There was gap apparent 
shortage of about $61,000. 

At that time it was not known that Red- 
wine had been cooking the books of the de- 
positors. This was discovered later and 
when everything was brought into the cal- 
culation it was found that the bank should 
have had $145,000 in the vaults on the 
afternoon that Redwine skipped. He had 
succeeded in covering up $42,000 by false 
entries of the deposits. 

The bank’s deposits were about $600,000 
and the national banking law requires that 
national banke must always carry 15 per 
cent of the deposits in the vaults. So the 
bank should have had that afternoon at 
least $90,000. The books showed that the 
amount ought to be $103,000. It should

HE ONICAGO MAKE ET. 


Features of the Speculative - Movement im 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, March 2—The feelling in wheat was rather 
nervous for May delivery and prices..sruled higher, the 
opening being about the same as yesterday’s closing, 
receded ‘40, held steady aud closed \c lower than yes- 
terday. July delivery-seld at from 445c diseount,. 
The reason assigned for the action of the wheat mar- 
ket was covering for May and selling for July, in which 
movement some of the operators in the northwest 
were partioularly interested. It was claimed that a 
number of buying orders were received for May, and 
that there was very little wheat offering. Around 78c 
for May there was some little wheat offered which 
cheoked the advance for the time being. The receipts 
continue to keep ap, both here and in the northwest, 
and here and there about W per cent of the arri- 
vals were contract im grade, representing largely wheat 
coming from private' warehouses. Export clearances 
were larger than they have been of late, while the re- 
ceipts at the primary markets were less, It is esti- 
mated that the visible supply will show a decrease of 
250,000 to 100,000 bushels. Crop advices continue some- 
what mixed, and were not having much effect on the 
market. 

The pressure of cash staff te make room for wheat 
constituted the chief clement of weakness in corn, and 
especially as shipping houses claimed they could not 
profitably place the grain even at the considerable re- 
bate offered by elevator concerns, With the cash sit- 
uation unfavorable for holders, few traders were friend- 
ly enough to buy for investment, and the demand was 
chiefly from the shorts. At one time there was some- 
thing of a selling effort on vhe part of speculators 
from the wheat pit, and this, coupled With the unload- 
fing of long stuff, earried the price down K@ie before 
there was an effectual check. The closé was within 
jac of the bottom.

are most thoroughly convinced of their in- 
fallibility of judgment and of their mental su- 
periority to the remainder of mankind, are 
mere puppets in the hands of those who 
know the weak spots of their characters and 
are clever enough to take advantage thereof, 
sometimes for the weal and sémetimes for the 
woe of the great nations. 

A brief review of these powers behind 
thrones may be of use as furnishing a clue 
to the primary cause and origin of royal acts 
and words, that involving great interests of 
@ national, and sometimes international char- 
acter, might otherwise appear inexplicable. 

Queen Victoria, whose rule extends over 
one-third of the entire race, has all her life 
long been subject to influences other than 
those of her constitutional and responsible 
advisers. Prior to her marriage it was her 
uncle, the late King Leopold, of Belgium, who 
controlled not alone her conduct, but even 
her inclinations, since her marriage to the 
penniless Prince Albert, of Saxe-Coburg, was 
entirely of his devising. This sway over the 


markable woman of strong character, with 
whom he is in constant, almost daily corres- 
pandepce.

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THE FRENGH ACADEMY, 


How French Women Elect Their Husbands, 
Sons and Friends. . 

Paris, March 20.—Whenever one of the 
forty easy chairs of the French academy 
falls vacant, one conversation, the gossips 
say, is certain to be repeated in all the 
salons of Paris. It runs something like 
this: 

“And you, Monsieur Academicien, who 
will you vote for?’ 

“Who shall I vote for, madame? Who 
is your choice?’ 

“Thete is so-and-so. I should like to see 
him elected.” 

“Ah, madame. It is you who ought to 
be the candidate, If you will try for one 
of our easy chairs, you shall have my vote.” 
And then after his gallantry has been ap- 
plauded, Monsieur Academicien adds: 

“But, seriously, why should not madame 
here be a candidate? Ought we not to 
reserve two or three chairs for women?” 

Nothing, of course is meant by this con- 
versation. It is merely pleasant gallantry, 
custom, precedent. Taate: all in France 
is opposed to women receiving official hon- 


ors. The spirit of the Salic law still ani- | 


mates society. 

Nobody doubts that France has had sev- 
eral women writers, Madame de Sevigne, 
Madame de Stael and George Sand, who 
were quite as worthy of membership in this 
famous French immortality ineurance com- 

any as the greater part of the men who 
coon received the honor, but it will proba- 
bly be many years before the world sees a 
feminine immortal. 

Women Whose Books Have Been Crowned. 


But if women are not allowed to become 
members of the academy, they do share to 
a degree in the honors it distributes an- 
nually. Women are allowed to contend 
for the prizes and for some time one or 
more women have had books crowned. 
Many of these productions have slender 
claims to literary recognition. They have 
been praised as “useful” or “moral,” and 
they were all that. Sometimes they even 
would have passed the “reader” of an 
American Sunday school book publishing 
house, so colorless and stupid were they. 

Not all of the “crowned books” have 
been of this character. Women have 
done some good writing in France, and 
the acade has been prompt in recogniz- 
ing it. mong the literary awards of 
1892 nine were to women, and one was 
for a thoroughly brilliant piece of work. 
It is a prize which will please all English 
readers, since it is to the well-known Eng- 
lish poetess, Mary Robinson, now Madame 
James Darmesteter. The book which re- 
ceived the prize is a collection of short

jtorles written in French. Its title is 
‘Old Time Daisies,” and the prize was 

100. ##The prizes usually run between

Another woman writer whom the acade- 
my has recognized is known personally to 
many Americans, Madame Henri Greville. 
Her early writing was done in Russia, 
and for a long time she was wnable to 
secure any French publishers. At last 
she left St. Petersburg, where her hus- 
band and father were both professors, and 
came to Paris with her manuscripts. She 
was soon before the public and in 1878 the 
academy gave her a first prize. 

While no American woman has received 
a prize from the academy, Mrs. Marr 
Mapes Dodge has been indirectly crowned. 
It came about in this way: French 
adaptation of her world-famous “Silver 
Skates” was presented to the academy in 
1876 and the work received a prize—Mrs.

after Madame de Lambert soon belittled 
the business.

They 
plotted and combined to push nobles and 
abbes whom they wished to please, and as 
a rule succeeded. Men were elected some- 
times whose sole claim ‘to literary work 
was a collection of very doubtful society 
verses. 

Of course the election of these “boudoir 
academiciens,” as they were called, pre- 
vented stronger men being received. Vol- 
taire was several times a candidate before 
he succeeded in getting in and then his 
ovcotee was due to Madame de Pompa- 
our. 

Voltaire’s conclusion was just if hard on 
the academy: “It is more valuable to be

prove to the academy that he ig fitted to 
occupy one of its easy chairs. 

The salon which perhaps has best de- 
served the title formerly given to that of 
Madame de Lambert—an “ante-chamber of 
the academy,” was that of the Marquise 
de Blocqueville. It is closed now and 
forever, its stately mistress having died in 
October. S 

The hotel of the marquise stood between 
the institute and the School of Fine Arts, 
and was formerly occupied by the Caxdi- 
nal Mazarin. It was a most convenient 
place for academicians and it seemed to 
see the company sometimes gathered there, 
as if the entire five academieg of the in- 
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on good terms with the king’s mistress 
than to write a hundred volumes.” 

Hawever, not overyone of Madame de 
Lambert's successors condescended to petty 
intrigue. Mesdames Geoffrin, Deffand and 
Necker and Mademoiselle TVemlacass ex- 
ercised powerful sway among learned and 
literary men without compromising them- 
selves—from an eighteenth century point of 
view. 

Today the influence of French women 
on the academy is much less. Nevertheless 
there are now in Paris salons where ac- 
ademician-making goes on quietly, but surely. 

Who can tell how a 
woman exerts influence? 

How French Women Work for Their Families 


in his famous l’Immortel undoubtedly 
malignes the part French women take in 
academy elections, becqse he describes only 
vicious and rediculous actions. But it is 
undoubtedly true that men have been made 
academicians who, like Astier-Rehu, in the 
story would -have broken their necks jn 
trying to succeed if it had not#been for the 
wits of their wives. 

There are daughters and wives who like 
the pathetic Mile Moser try. to secure votes 
for their fathers or husbands by waiting on 
academicians, copying for them, correcting 
preofs and making now and then for them 
some favorite delicacy. 

There are still others who, like the in- 
valid Germaine, summon their last vestige 
of strength to carry on a salon in which an 
ambitious brother or husband may have 
a field of his own in which to make his cam- 
paign.

THE NEW HOMES AND NEW STREETS 


Prove That the City Is Again Bound to 
Overspread Her Limits—A Drive 
Over the City. 


The onward march of Atlanta was never 
seen to so much advantage as during a ride 
over the south side yesterday. 

Not only has that section of the city built 
up to, and overlapped Georgia avenue, but 
it has gone so far beyond that a city exists 
there by itself. 

Two new entrances to Grarit’s park have 
been graded, one of which, Atlanta avenue, 
is a street quite as pretentious as any to be 
found in the city. The southern limit of 
the city was supposed to have been set by 
the location of the Metropolitan street car 
line out Payor street, and around to the 
park by way of Georgia avenue. Later on, 
when the Traction company entered the 
field and wagted a right of way to the park 
it had to go out to Forsyth street, crossing 
Cooper, and thence about two 
miles out to where it could cross 
Pryor street and keep on through Ormond 
street. While this route was honored with 
the names of streets, yet for the most part 
there -was nothing more than the name, 
and ®he projectors had to dig their way 
through.. Now, however, a marked ad- 
vance has been made even on that, and 
beautiful streets, lined on either side with 
handsome cottages, in some instances tak- 
ing on the character of stately mansions, 
are to be seen. It but illustrate the mar- 
velous possibilities of Atlanta. 

Private enterprise has, as usual, gone jin 
advance of the slower progress of public 
work, so that the assessors are surprised 
to come across whole squares surrounded 
by streets not yet down on the maps. 

Take, for instance, the far end of Capi- 
tol avenue, where it runs into the woods. 
The street has been widened out far in ad- 
vance of the city or county work. Moun- 
taing have been leveled into valleys until] 
now the prospect of beautiful lots, sur- 
rounded by well graded streets are to be 
seen., A new section thus improved is that 
lying south of Little street on the east 
side of Capito] avenue, crossing Ormond 
street, and running to a new street called 
Atlanta avenue. 

And such an avenue! It is one worthy of 
the city whose hame it bears. Standing at 
the head of the avenue on Capito] avenue 
a clear view igs presented straight to lor, 
Walker, wui@h is the eastern terminus. Ii: 
is a sixty-foot wide street, running four 
thousand yards. Ormond street, which 
ends at Capitol avenue so tar as public 
opening is concerned, is also continued out 
to the park, a like distance of four thous- 
and yards. .ihe property thus leveled and 
graded so as to be as attractive as a pic- 
ture,, consists of one hundred and seventy- 
five acres; In accepting the right of way 
of the two streets the city has received a 
present of not less than $15,000. Not only 
this, but the work being done before the 
ground was cut up into impossible shapes 
by a thousand owners, a piece of work has 
been done which in after years could not 
be even considered for less than $100,000. 

Besides all this the grading must have cost 
not less than $12,000. This is but a sam- 
ple of the work which ig going on on every 
side of the city. Spreading out from her 
central point, Atlanta preserves her even 
march, looking to the time when she will 
have her half million population, all brought 
rapid transit which is being evolved under 
close together by an admirable system of 
Wise management. 

In every -section of the south side, how- 
ever, there seems to be complaint that the 
city and county authorities are slow to sec- 
ond the work of individuals who are push- 
ing the progress of the city. The south 
side, taken altogether, has admirable ad- 
vantages, and if those in authority will 
only spend a couple of days riding over it 
they will find much to arouse their entiu- 
siasm. The county commission especially 
should not forget that much is due to the 
south side. Heretofore, through the natur- 
al order of things, heavy work has been 
done in other sections, and now it is time 
that the south side should receive the fos- 
tering care of the authorities. Ormond 
street, Atlanta avenue and half a dozen 
other streets in the section should have the 
finishing touches put on them, and thus 
enlarge the taxable » values of the city.
